expedition an invasion of Mexico and will continue to deal with the 
Carranza government. 
The American government is still opposed to 


armed intervention in Mexico but has decided that the peace of both 
Mexico and the 1'nited States is imperilled by the continued activities 
of Francisco Villa.

10—Discovery 


of an extensive 
conspiracy 
among 


foremen 
in 
industrial plants 
to 


charge workmen fees for jobs 
was 


announced today by the employment 
agency bureau 
of state 
industrial 


coirmission. The announcement was 
expected to 
create 
some 
surorise 


among managers of companies 
em-i 


ploying large numbers of men. Fore- i 
men who do this are subject to pros-' 
edition for violating the state em- 
ployment agency law, the penalty for 
which is a fine of between $50 and 
$100 for each offense. 


Fred C. Croxton. head of the em- 


plojment agency bureau, has 
been 


making a secret investigation 
for 


several months of the practices by 
which working men were forced to 
pay sums ranging from ?r>0 to $25 
to foremen or sub-foremen in indus- 
trial plants before being given jobs. 
Re ports of this practice were receiv- 
ed from nearly a score of pjants in 
th > large cities. In most cases, .how- 
ever, employes who were victims re- 
fused to give further 
information 


when they learned it might Jead to 
prosecution of the foremen who ex- 
torted the fee. 
It was found diffi- 


cult to gather definite evidence of 
suf-r-eeted law violation. 


One of the largest 
railroads 
in 


Ohio employs all its common labor 
through a single accredited agency, 
forbidding gang foremen to lure any 
man, 
in order to eliminate this kind 


of graft which it had discovered to 
exist. That .company is said to have 
found the system extended even to 
a few general foremen, with whom 
the "job money" was divided.

(Joseph, Mo., to Indianapolis, and 
over the National Old Trails road 
from Indiapalois through

The route from Pittsburgh east fol- 
lows the William Penn Highway. 


The route from Indianapolis to 


Columbus was laid out at a hearing 
held at Indianapolis, February 15, at 
which time it was decided to follow 
the National Old Trail road as far 
east as Columbus, there being no 
representatives present at the hear- 
ing from towns between Columbus 
and Pittsburgh. On Monday, Febru- 
ary 28, at a meeting in Dayton. O., 
a temporary organization was affect- 
ed, with representatives from the six 
counties west of Columbus. 
Each 


countyihas selected a vice president 
representing that county, and Presi- 
dent C. F. Adams of the Pike's Peak 
Ocean to Ocean Highway Association 
has authorized these six vice presi- 
dents to sit as a court at the hearing 
in Columbus.

Balkan offensive of the allied arm- 
ies is popularly believed to be ar- 
ranged for the first week in May. 
Should weather conditions prove ex- 
ceptionally favorably, it may occur 
even earlier. 


That it will take place soon no one 


in Saloniki doubts for a 
moment. 


The only thing that can stop it is 
for the Germans and Bulgarians to 
move first and there is little belief 
in this contingency. 


Increasing stores of munitions and 
supplies aniving in this port in an 
unending stream, the constant hard 
work of Genera! Sarrail and his staff, 
the activity of the allied scouts'and 
aeroplanes, and the cheery features 
and high spirits of the French and 
British soldiers and the eagerness 
of the Serbians to get themselves in 
fighting trim again at the earliest 
possible moment, add to the convic- 
tion that an allied offensive from 
Saloniki in the spring is a certainty.

today some 85.000 


French and 120,000 British troops 
here, which is about a man to every 
foot and a half of defensive lines to 
be held.

French, there are some 16,000 Ser- 
bians in

Tfie Golf. Ball's Story. 


Evolution has played a f,rreat part In 


the history of the golf ball. The first 
balls mentioned in the chronicles of 
the game were made from leather and 
feathers. 
A double handful of feath- 


ers was steamed and packed into n 
small case of leather. The case was 
then sewed up and painted white, and 
v!»e feathers in drying expanded and 
gave the ball resiliency. 
The nest 


ball was composed of solid 
jrutta 


percba. but it was heavy, unreliable 
and was for a time abandoned. One 
day. 
however, a player noticed a cad- 


die putting up a creditable game with 
one of these balls and on closer in- 
spection found that !t was very much 
cut about. 
Realizing that these cuts 


and gashes probably accounted for the 
fine flight of the ball, he commenced 
hammering gutta percha. and this wns 
the origin of the hand hammered ball. 
After a time molds were constructed, 
and balls were produced with the 
square marking. Then came the ball 
with the rubber core, which gives 
elasticity, and thil type still remains.
